POPE LEO 


Grams of Liquid Are Takco 
Off the Pleura. 


^ O L T O W E D 
B Y 
R E S T L E S S 
P E R I O D 


Rom©. July 8.—Pope Leo awoke this 
morning from a troubled sleep. 
Tho 
nlleYlatiou brought about by yester- 
day's operation of removing the fluid 
from his pleura was followed later in 
the evening by a restless period, and 
freah Uosea ot chlorali digitalis and 


caffeine had to be administered. 
Un- 
der their influence the pontiff fell in* 
to a slumber, which, however, was 
not very peaceful on account of the 
dimculty 
that 
the 
patient has in 
breathing. 


Throughout 
the 
Vatican 
alsolute 
calm prevailed last night, the excite- 
ment of yesterday having to a great 
extent died out with the revival of 
hope after the announcement that the 
operation wa» attended with success. 
The following bulletin was issued; 


"The test puncture of the pleura 
haa been 
made and 
800 grams of 
liquid have been taken off. A rapid 
examination iJhowed that some mu- 
cous; was rattlini? in the lung which 
was oflgiually affected." 


The marvelous vitality and 
recu- 
perative 
energy of 
the pope were 
never so forcibly demonstrated as by 
the series of events preceding» ac- 
companying and following the oper- 
ation. 
Since the morning when first 
informed that the 
operation would 
perhaps be necessary, his holiness be- 
gan to inquire about I t 
Turning to 
Dr. Lapponi with his usual familiar- 
ity, he asked: "Will it be painful? Re- 
member, I cannot stand much pain." 
Instead of Dr. Lapponi, Dr. Mazzoni 
answered: "I -can assure your holiness 
that you will feel no pain. 
A little 
cocaine will 
deaden all sensation." 
Pope Leo retorted at once: "Remem- 
ber, you said the same thing when 
you extracted that cyst a few years 
ago." 
Dr. Mazzoni replied: "That op- 
eration went very w di, but this can 
hardly be called an operation." 
The 
pope then concluded: "Then do whatr 
ever you think best." 


When the operation took plac(? no- 
body waa allowed in the room beside 
the doctors except Pope Leo's valet. 
Pio Contra; oven his nephew, Count 
Camillo Peccl, left the room to await 
with extreme anxiety In an adjoining 
hail the xesult. 
The doctors, desiring 
a atrong light, had the window widely 
oponed, but as It faces tho bed the 
light offended the weak eyes of the 
pontiff, 60 that it was thought desir- 
able that he should reverse his posi- 
tion. 
As aoon as this was proposed 
the pope hlmaelf wade a movement, 
abowing again that spirit of activity 
and determination which seems con^ 
atantly to inspire him. 
Dr. Mazzoni, 
however, did not give him time to 
leave the bed, but, taking him in his 
axms, 
literally turned 
the 
pontiff 
about 
pope laoo smiled and exclaim- 
ed: "Bravo, professor. I congratulate 
you. 
Although I have 
become so 
Jlght, I must still bu rather heavy." 


Both the doctors laughed and were 
at the same time astonished at the 
hrightnesa of the pontiff when op- 
pressed by aych a dangerous Illness 
and on the point of undergoing a sur- 
gical operation for the extreme neces- 
sity of hia life. 


Popo Leo remained sitting oip In 
bed during the whole time of the op- 
eration without need of support. 
He 
went through the whole affair with- 
out emitting the slightest lament and 
-without showing any feeling of pain. 
He was extremely pale, almost Oia- 
phanous and somewhat tremulous. 
As 
aoon as the operation was closed his 
holinfcss felt fuuch relieved. His eye, 
from aa expreasion of languid melaa- 
choly, assumed it« usual vivacity. Il- 
luminating the .emaciatttd face. 
Dr. 
Mazaoai at ouc^ admlniatered a cor^ 
i

thanking hhn with a grateful look for 
the 
brave 
struggle to prc^serve his 
life. 


After half an hour's peaceful and ap- 
parently refreshing ropose tbo pon- 
tiff awoke and Inquired about the doc- 
tora. 
Hearing they were In the next 
room, he said: "1 thought they Mad 
gone. 
What do they stay here for? 
What are they plotting?'* 
Ur. Lap- 
ponl, re-enti^rlng the room, said: 


"We wore preparing bulletins re- 
garding tho operation, saying it waa 
Buccessful In all respects." 
Dr. Maa- 
zoni added: "We must Inform tho pub- 
lic, which la waiting with ?uch trepi- 
dation. especially as it la 'so easy to 
have Inexact news spr^d.'* 


"Very well," replied his holiness. "I 
wish lo soe myself these bulletins In 
their 
I have already seen 


and meditated on that of larst nipht." 


He then went on speaking about tho 
causes of his illness. 
"I would like to 
know," he said, "from what it comoa. I 
think I have always followed Dr. Lap- 
ponl's advice." 


"Not alwaya, your holiness/' replied 
Lapponl gently. 


"Well," retorted 
Pope 
Leo, "you 
could not expect to remedy my old 
ago." 


Tho happy and cheerful oxpresslona 
oi the XKjntiff at the moment when he 
was in the very shadow of death as- 
tonished the doctors. 
The pope him- 
self seems to glory In hie ability to 
present Q calm and bright demeanor, 
and particularly asked the doctors to 
tell people about the state of his mind. 
Accordingly tho doctors have freely 
discussed the cheerfulness of the ven- 
erable patient, repeating the details of 
his quick sallies as showing the ac- 
tivity of his mind. 


Dr. Mazacni, assisted by Dr. Lap- 
poni's son. who is also a physician, fin- 
ished the analysis of the liquid ex- 
tracted from the pope's pleura. 
The 
color Is orange red. and It is prevalent- 
ly composed of blood v'ith coagulated 
fibrine without pus. 
What is feared 
is a reproduction of serum in the 
pleura, In which case the operation 
will be repeated In ubout tv/o days. 


Dr. Mazzonl has been besieged 
by 
relatives and friends of t.'ie pope and 
by journalists, inquiring lirt^ tc the re- 
sult of the operation and his prognosis 
of his disease. He said: 


"When one considers that the pope 
should be dead by this time the unex- 
pected may happen and there Is still 
hope. His resisting so lon^ and main- 
taining perfect lucidity of mind means 
that notwithstanding the pneumonia, 
the affection of the kidneys and the 
dlfilculty of breathing, there la no pois- 
oning of the blood. Between being at 
the point of death and returning to 
what his holiness Is there is certainly 
such a difference as to permit the most 
optimistic views. 
To pronerly under- 
stand the change, which has 
taken 
place it must be considered that Mon- 
day the conviction was so sure that he 
would die during the niKht, that not- 
withstanding the contrary opinion of 
Dr. Lappuni, those surrounding 
the 
pope insisted on having extreme unc- 
tion administered. 
Evil tongues even 
in.sinua(e that some members of Pope 
Leo's imraedinto circle rountcd on thn 
•bad effects that such a function v/as 
likely to produ-re on a weakened orsan- 
Ism, but the pope resisted splendidly. 
Indeed, be seems 
to have 
acquired 
fresh strength. I don't dare to say any- 
thing posit4ve. 
It is very easy to be 
deceived^ especially in the presence of 
such marvelous resistance. 
I merely 
venture the impression that there is a 
probability that the pope will die, but 
( do not believe death will occur yet." 


Shortly after 10 o'clock at night the 
pontiff received the extreme unction. 
At 9 o'clock his condition seemed so 
hopeless that only a short time appar- 
ently remained before he would glide 
into his last slöep. 
At Dr. Lapponl's 
initiative a hasty consultation of the 
pope's relatives, 
Cardinal 
Rampolla 
and other ecclesiastics was held, and 
it was denidod that extreme unction 
should be given. 
The pontiff received 
the announcement with his usual calm- 
ness, and though.^scarcely able to speak 
audibly, he said, he knew his time had 
^ome and he woa ready to appear be- 
fore the sublime 
tribunal with 
full* 
irunt In the Divine mercy. 


Monsignor Pifferi, Pope Leo's con^ 
fessor, 
administered 
the 
extreme 
unction, and when the ceremony was- 
over his holiness sank back on the pil« 
low with apparent great ruA^i that al) 
was done and that he was entering in«- 
to ract after hin long pilgrimage. 


After 
the 
administration 
of 
the 
viaticum telegrains hoping ior hia re-r 
covery were shown to the pope, and 
he appeared to b& much gratified. Ont^ 
of the strangest features iu his condi- 
tion Iß the IntereF^t the pope takes in 
telegrams inquiring about his health. 
Having 
heard 
that a French lady 
whom he had receivi.d in ^tudl^^nce a 
few weeks ai,o had telayK^u'ü a mco- 
ßage of symiiatb^ he^ asked, t^ s ^ the 


dispatch, and when Monsisnor ^Ifferl 
broujrht It he was not satisfied with 
looking at th» message, but wished to 
read it. 


Tho Vopo himself seems persuaded 
that this Illness Is his last, and ho has 
accordingly settled his affairs. Though 
awaiting tho end oalmly. his mind is 
clear, and ha still gives attention to 
mundane mattors despite the fact that 
he haa been warned by his doctors, 
who fear his keen Intellect may wear 
away the frail sheath In which It ia 
encascá. 


Much aijííilficnrce is attachod to on 
extended visit made by Cardinal Gottl, 
prefect ol the propaganda, to the elok 
room, from which other conspicuous 
members of tho Sacred College aro ex- 
cluded by tho doctors' orders. 
Car- 
dinal Gottrs interview lasted 20 min- 
utes, even the doctors and attendants 
withdrawing and leaving him alone 
with tho pope. 
This has naturally 
opened n wide field of speculation. It 
Is even asserted on the authority of 
one cardinal that Pope Loo expressed 
the hoiKJ that in the event of the suc- 
cession falling op Car'linal Gottl he 
might have the strens^th to take up 
and carry forward tho groat work thus 
confided to him. 
Just what passed 
between the pontiff and Cardinal Gottl 
only they know, but certainly tho cir- 
cumstances and length of the visit 
strongly support the view that 
the 
popo was giving his attention to the 
administration of the affairs of the 
church when he himself haa paaaed 
away.

TO DEATH 


Waterspout Causes Awful Disaster 
at Oakford Park, Pa. 


PLEASURE 
SEEKERS 
DROWNED 


Greensburg. Pa., July G.—A water- 
ipout of immense proportions struck 
in tho vicinity of Oakford Park and 
created a flood that caused great loss 
of life and property. 
Thirty-six per- 
sons lost their 
lives, but 
only 20 
bodies have been recovered, having 
been washed to the hanks ol the creek 
that runs parallel with the park. 


The monetary loss by the Hood will 
reach $1.500,000, as follows: 
At Jean- 
nette, $975.000; at Peun. $195,000; at 
Irwin. $192,000. 
The average pay roll 
In Jeannette is $600.000, and nearly 
every plant In town will be suspended 
for 30 or 60 days. 


Rain began to fall In torronts in tho 
vicinity of the park and spread over 
territory covering probably XO miles. 
A half hour later the cloudburst oc- 
curred. 
The waters In the lake north 
of Onkford Park began to rise, and 
Manager 
James 
McGrath. 
believing 
there waa danger of a final break in 
the great walls of the dam. hurried 
iimong the crowds of pleasure-seekers, 
who had gathered under the roofs of 
the eating stands, the dancing pavil- 
ion and other buildings in line of the 
water, warning them to run to the hills. 
On both sides of the pleasure grounds 
are high hills, the parii being located 
in a ravine about a foaiih of a mile 
wide and a mile long. A half hour af- 
ter the buildings had bt-'^n cleared of 
the people the waters mounted the 
wall of the dam, and within five min- 
utes water seven feet in depth was 
flowing over the entire length of 400 
feet of the wall. 
The park buildings, 
the merry-go-round and other amuse- 
ment places were twisted about, ar»d 
all but the dancing pavilion and lunch 
stand were knocked from their foun- 
dations. 
The rain continued to fall in 
awful torrents, and 40 feet of tho wall 
of the dam to the east gave way with 
an awful crash. 
The flood beat down 
the ravine with a roar that was heard 
for two miles, 
A half-mile down, at 
the junction of the Greensburg and 
Jeanette and the park car lines, the 
car barns are located. 
The entrance 
gates to the park were lifted, and 
with the force of a pile driver the 
mammoth posts wore hurled by the 
waters against 
the barn. 
Beyond 
were the waiting rooms, and on the 
track was standing a car laden with 
people 
on 
their 
way home 
from 
Greensburg and Jeanette. 
Tho ^elec- 
trie storm had rendered the power 
south of here useless and the motor- 
man was unable to move the car The 
flood struck the waiting room, contain- 
ing probably a dozep people. 
A num- 
ber of them struggled to a point of 
safety, but in the excitement thai fol- 
lowed there is no i?ay to be po.^itlvo 
how many were lof;i. The street car 
wag caught and swept Into the rre^U 


A number of the peoplft in the car are 
missing, and confiicting «tori'^s a^ tp

flood,. 
grasplnK for anything that might 6av¿*» 
them from the 
fury of tho water. 
sclzpd tho trolley wires and met death 
by bPlng electrocutod Instead of be- 
ing drowned. 
Several bodies have .al- 
ready been recovered that show that* 
death was the result of this cause. 


The scene was heart-rending. 
The» 
wailing of the mothers who have cer 
tainly lost loved ones was pitiful.

Rome, July 8.—Pope Leo awoke this 
morning from a troublod sleep. 
Tho 
ntUvlation brought about by yester­ 
day's operation of removing the fluid 
fratn his pleura was followed later in 
the evening by a restless period, and 
freah closes of chlorali digitalis and

caffeine bad to be administered. Un­ 
der their influence tbe pontiff fell in* 
to a slumber, which, however, was 
not very peaceful on account of the 
diflflculty 
that the patient has in 
breathing. 
Throughout the Vatican alsolute 
calm prevailed last night, the excite­ 
ment of yesterday having to a great 
extent died out with the revival of 
hope after the announcement that the 
operation wa^ attended with success. 
The following bulletin was issued: 
‘The test puncture of the pleura 
haa been made and 800 grams o£ 
liquid have been taken off. A rapid 
exav-lnatlon showed that some mu- 
cous^' was rattling in the lung which 
was originally affected.'* 
The marvelous vitality and recu­ 
perative 
energy of 
the pope were 
never so forcibly demonstrated as by 
the series of events preceding, ac­ 
companying and following the oper­ 
ation. 
Since the morning when first 
informed that the 
operation would 
perhaps be necessary, his holiness be­ 
gan to inquire about it. Turning to 
Dr. Lapponl with his usual familiar­ 
ity, he asked: ‘‘Will it be painful? Re­ 
member, I cannot stand much pain.'* 
Inatead of Dr. Lapponl, Dr. Mazzonl 
answered: 
can assure your holiness 
that you will feel no pain. 
A little 
cocaine will 
deaden all sensation.'' 
Pope Leo retorted at once: '*Remem* 
her, you eald the same thing when 
you extracted that cyst a few years 
ago." Dr. Mazzonl replied: '‘That op­ 
eration went very u di, but this can 
hardly be called an operation." The 
pope then concluded: “Then do what^ 
ever you think best." 
When the operation took place no­ 
body was allowed in the room beside 
tho doctors except Pope Leo's valet. 
Pio Centra; oven his nephew. Count 
Gamillo Peed, left the room to await 
w^lth extreme anxiety in an adjoining 
hail the xesult. The doctors, desiring 
a »trong light, had the window widely 
opened, but as It faces tho bed the 
light offended the weak eyes of the 
X)ontlff, so that it was thought desir­ 
able that he should reverse his posl- 
tton. 
As »oon as thl3 was proposed 
the pope himself made a movement, 
Bbowing again that spirit of activity 
and determination which seems con­ 
stantly to Inspire him. 
Dr. Mazzonl, 
however, did not give him time to 
I«ave the bed, but, taking him in his 
arms, 
literally turned 
the 
pontiff 
about. Pope Jaoo smiled and exclaim­ 
ed: "‘Bravo, professor. I congratulate 
you. 
Although I have 
become 
b o 
Jlght, I must still bu rather heavy." 
Both the doctors laughed and were 
at the same time astonished at the 
brightness of the pontiff when op­ 
pressed by sych a dangerous illness 
and on the point of undergoing a sur­ 
gical operation for the extrema neces­ 
sity ot his life. 
Popo Leo remained sitting oip in 
bed during the whole time of tbe jop- 
eratlon without need of supportv He 
went through the whole affair with­ 
out emitting the slightest lament and 
without showing any feeling of pain. 
He was extremely pale, almost oia- 
phanous and somewhat tremulous. As 
soon as the operation was closed his 
holinfcss felt puch relieved. His eye, 
from UL expression of languid melan­ 
choly, ^Bumed its usual vivacity, Jll- 
lumlnaUng the emaciated face. 
Dr. 
Maxiooi at ouce aumlnutered a cor^ 
dialj^iUc|L the J>ouUff took wlHIngJy, 


thanking him with a grateful look for 
the brave struggle to preserve his 
life. 
After half an hour's peaceful and ap­ 
parently refreshing repose tbe pon­ 
tiff awoke and Inquired about the doc* 
tors. Hearing they were In the next 
room, he said: "1 thought they liad 
gone. 
What do they stay here for? 
What are they plotting?" 
Dr. Lap­ 
ponl. re-entprlng the room, said: 
"We wore preparing bulletins re­ 
garding the operation, saying U was 
successful In all respects." Dr. Mai- 
io p4 added: "We must Inform tho pub­ 
lic, which Is waiting with ?uch trepi­ 
dation, especially as It Is so easy to 
have Inexact news spread/* 
"Very well," replied his holiness, "I 
wish to see myself these bulletins In 
their 
t-ext I have already seen 


and meditated on that of larst night." 
He then went on speaHlng about the 
causes of his Illness. 
would like to 
know." he said, "from what U comes. 1 
think I have always followed Dr. Lap- 
ponl‘s advice." 
"Not always, your holiness," replied 
Lapponl gently. 
"Well," retorted 
Pope 
Leo, "you 
could not expect to remedy my old 
age." 
Tho happy and cheerful expression« 
i>f the pontiff at the moment when he 
was in the very shadow of death as­ 
tonished the doctors. 
The pope him­ 
self seems to glory In hie ability to 
present a calm and bright demeanor, 
and particularly asked the doctors to 
tell people about the state of his mind. 
Accordingly the doctors have freely 
discussed the cheerfulness of the ven­ 
erable patient, repeating the details of 
his quick sallies as showing the ac­ 
tivity of his mind. 
Dr. Mazjtoni, assisted by Dr. Lap- 
poni's son. who Is also a physician, fin­ 
ished the analysis of the liquid ex­ 
tracted from the pope’s pleura. 
The 
color Is orange red. and It is prevalent­ 
ly composed of blood with coagulated 
fibrine without pus. 
What Is feared 
is a reproduction of serum In the 
pleura, In which case the operation 
will be repeated In about tv/o days. 
Dr, Mazzonl has been besieged 
by 
relatives and friends of the pope and 
by journallr^ts, inquiring 
tc the re­ 
sult of the operation and his prognosis 
of his disease. He said: 
"When one considers that the pope 
should be dead by this time the unex­ 
pected may happen and there is atill 
hope. His resisting so long and main­ 
taining perfect lucidity of mind means 
that notwithstanding the pneumonia, 
the affection of the kidneys and the 
dl/flculty of breathing, there is no pois­ 
oning of the blood. Between being at 
the point of death and returning to 
what his holiness is there Is certainly 
such a difference as to permit the most 
optimistic views. To pronerly under­ 
stand the change, which has 
taken 
place it must be considered that Mon­ 
day the conviction was so sure that he 
would die during the night, that not­ 
withstanding the contrary opinion of 
Dr. Lapponl, those surrounding 
the 
pope insisted on having extreme unc­ 
tion administered. Evil tongues even 
insinuafe that some members of Pope 
Leo*s immedifUe circle counted on tho 
•bad eiiccts that such a function v/as 
likely to produte on a weakened organ­ 
ism, but the pope resisted splendidly. 
Indeed, he seems 
to have 
acquired 
fresh strength. I don't dare to say any­ 
thing positive. It Is very easy to be 
deceived^ especially In the presence of 
such marvelous resistance. 
I merely 
venture the Impression that there Is a 
probability that the pope will die, but 
i do not believe death will occur yet." 
Shortly after 10 o'clock at night the 
pontiff received the extreme unction, 
At 9 o'clock his condition seemed so 
hopeless that only a short time appar­ 
ently remained before he would glide 
into his last sleep. At Dr. LapponTs 
initiative a hasty consultation of the 
pope's relatives. 
Cardinal 
Rampolla 
and other ecclfcsiastics was held, and 
It was depidod that extreme unction 
should be given. The pontiff received 
the announcement with his usual calm­ 
ness, and though.;bcarcely able to speak 
audibly, he said, he knew his time had 
^ome and he was ready to appear be­ 
fore the sublime 
tribunal with 
full* 
irust in the Divine mercy. 
Monslgnor Plfferl^ Pope Leo's cont- 
fessor, 
admlnlijtered 
the 
extreme 
unction, and when the ceremony was* 
over his hoiiness sank back on the pll« 
low with apparent great re^fef that ai} 
was done and that he was entering Inr 
to roEt after hi«^ long pilgrimage. 
After tbe 
udmJnistratioj|> 
of the 
viaticum telegrajns hoping for hla rer 
CO very were shown to the pope, and 
he appeared to be much gratified. One 
of the strangest features iu his condt-* 
tlon ifi the interact the pope takes in 
telegrame inquiring about his health. 
Having 
heard 
that a Fpjnch Jady 
whom he had receivt-d in ^tudi^nce a 
few weeks ayo had telet,ia:ilit:d a moo- 
sage of_symp_athy, he^ asked, to 
the 


dispatch, and when Monslgnor ^ifferl 
broujrht It he was not satisfied with 
looking at the message, but wished to 
read It. 
Tho Vopo himself seems persuaded 
that this Illness Is his laj?t, and ho has 
accordingly settled his affairs. Though 
awaiting tho end ealmly, his mind is 
clear, and h* still gives attention to 
mundane matters despite the fact that 
he hajj been warned by his doctors, 
who fear his keen Intellect may wear 
away the frail sheath In which It ia 
enoa^ci. 
Much aijtnificance is attached to an 
extended visit made by Cardinal Gotti, 
prefect o{ tho propagft-nda, to the sick 
room, from which other conspicuous 
members of tho Sacred College arc ex­ 
cluded by tho doctors* orders. 
Car­ 
dinal Gotti's interview lasted 20 min­ 
utes, even the doctors and attendants 
withdrawing and leaving him alone 
with the pope. 
This has naturally 
opened a wide field of speculation. It 
Is even asserted on the authority of 
one cardinal that Pope T.eo expressed 
the hoi>o that In the event of the suc­ 
cession falling on Car'linal Gotti he 
might have the strength to take up 
and carry forward tho great wc^rk thus 
confided to him. 
Just what passed 
between the pontiff and Cardinal Gotti 
only they know, but certainly tho clr* 
cumstances and length of the visit 
strongly support the view that the 
pope was giving his attention to the 
administration of the affairs of the 
church when he himself has pasaied 
away. 
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Wateiipout Causes Awfol Disaster 
at Oakford Park, Pa. 


PLEASÜRB 8BEKER8 OROWNCO 


Greensburg, Pa*, July 6.—A water- 
ipout of immense proportions struok 
In tho vicinity of Oakford Park and 
created a flood that caused great loss 
of life and property. 
Thlrty-slx per­ 
sons lost their 
lives, but 
only 20 
bocllos have been recovered, having 
been washed to the banks of the creek 
that runs parallel with the park. 
The monetary loss by the flood will 
reach $1.500,000, as follows: At Jean­ 
nette, $975,000; at Penn, $195,000; at 
Irwin, $192,000. The average pay roll 
in Jeannette is $600,000, and nearly 
every plant In town will be suspended 
for 30 or 60 days. 
Rain began to fall In torrents In tho 
vicinity of the park and spread over 
territory covering probably XO miles. 
A half hour later the cloudburst oc* 
curred. The waters In the lake north 
of Oakford Park began to rise, and 
Manager James McGrath, believing 
there was danger of a final break In 
the great walls of the dam, hurried 
^mong the crowds of pleasure-seekers, 
who had gathered under the roofs of 
tbe eating stands, the dancing pavil­ 
ion and other buildings in line of tho 
water, warning them to run to the hills, 
On both sides of the pleasure grounds 
are high hills, the park being located 
In a ravine about a toaiih of a mile 
wide and a mile long. A half hour af­ 
ter the buildings had be<?n cleared of 
the people the waters mounted the 
wall of the dam, and within five min­ 
utes water seven feet in depth was 
flowing over the entire length of 400 
feet of the wall. The park buildings, 
the merry-go-round and other amuse­ 
ment places were twisted about, and 
all but the dancing pavilion and lunch 
stand were knocked from their foun­ 
dations. The rain continued to fall In 
awful torrents, and 40 feet of tho wall 
of the dam to the east gave way with 
an awful crash. The flood beat down 
the ravine with a roar that was heard 
for two miles. A half-mile down, at 
the junction of the Greensburg and 
Jeanette and the park car lines, the 
car barns are located. 
The entrance 
gates to the park were lifted, and 
with the force of a pile driver the 
mammoth posts wore hurled by the 
waters against 
the barn. 
Beyond 
were the waiting rooms, and on the 
track was standing a car laden with 
people 
on 
their 
way home 
from 
Greensburg and Jeanette. 
The elec­ 
tric storm had rendered the power 
south of here useless and the inotor- 
man was unable to movo the car. The 
flood struck the waiting room, contain­ 
ing probably a dozep people. A num­ 
ber of them struggled to a point of 
safety, but in the exeitement thni fol­ 
lowed there Is no ivay to be po.^ltlve 
how many were lost. The street car 
was caught and swept Into the rreek

HE Indian’s side of any controversy between him nnd th* 
white man has never really been presented at all. History 
has necessarily been written from the w’hlte man’s standpoint 
and largely from the reports of commanding officers, natur* 
ally anxious to secure full credit for their gallantry or to 
conceal any -weakness. 
Take as an Illustration the so-called “battle” of Wounded 
Knee. A ring was formed about tho Indians, and after dis^' 
arming most of them one man resisted^ and the troops began 
firing toward tho centre, killing nearly all the Indians and necessarily many 
of their own men. Tho soldiers then followed up fleeing women and children 
and shot them down in cold blood. This is not called a massacre in official 
reports. 
The press of the country did not call It a massacre. On the other 
hand, General Custer was In pursuit of certain bauds of Sioux. He followed 
their trail two day* and finally overtook and surprised, them upon the Little 
Big Horn. 
The warriors met him in force nnd he w’as beaten at his own 
game. It was a brilliant victory for the Indians, whom Custer had taken at 
a disadvantage in the midst of their women and children. This battle goes 
down In history as tho “Custer massacre.”-

He has for this consumer neither the fellow-feeling vrhlch 
comes from sharing life In the same community, nor Its only substitute, the 
ability -VA'hlch comes from broad education and from travel to project oneself 
in imagination across space and to put oneself in the place of a stranger and 
to realize his needs.—The Chautauquan. 


Arctic America. 
By Andrew J. Stone, Explorer and Naturalist. 
O undertake to give people a correct conception of Arctic Amer­ 
ica, or any part of It, Is difficult. Although they know that tho 
country Is much larger than the United States, they look upon It 
as being all alike—a country of long, dark winters, fields of ice 
and snow, and barren wastes. In truth, wltliln Arctic and sub- 
Arctic America there i* much diversity of climate. And in this 
beautiful summer-land of Alaska, theve are In midsummer end­ 
less fields of beautiful plant life. Many times I have left my 
camp at the foot of the mountains, and passing through a little meadow where 
a variety of wild grasses waved their tops above my head, I would commence 
to climb among the dense, tangled, and almost tropical Jungle of alders, wbere 
grew several varieties of the most beautiful ferns. 
Reaching the upper limits of the alders, great, waving fields of the purple 
lupine and dainty red columbine covered acres and acres of the high, rolling 
bills. Among them, wild celery and wild parsnip grew many feet high, and 
other lusjirlant foliage plants gave my surroundings an almost tropical ap­ 
pearance. A little farther, many little ponds grew beautiful, yellow lilies, 
with their great leaves resting on the surface of the water, and the purple 
iris bordered the shores. 
Still higher came the yellow sunflowers, white and purple daisies In endless 
fields, and higher yet, violets, pinks, forget-me-nots, buttercups and bluebells, 
and dozens and dozens of dainty, blossoming plants in many colors. 
Purple Is the predominating color, then white and yellow nnd blue and 
pink dividing honors. But few red flowers were seen. I have -traveled many 
miles where every foot of my way was one grand profusion of beautiful 
flowei's in many varieties,—Scribner’s. 


F ro st In Sandctone. 
While excavating for a basement un­ 
der a- store building at Muskegon, 
Mich,, workmen unearthed three live 
frogs in the sandstone eighty feet be­ 
low the surface.

GUARD WIRES 


Required Tor All Orerheaa TrolUj Unei 


In KfiKlnnd. 


Guard wires are requh^ed whorover 
telegraph or telephone wires, unpro- 
tected with n permanent insulating 
coverlug. cross above, or are liable to 
fall upon or be blown onto the elcctric 
conductors of a tramway. Each guard 
wire should bo M'ell grounded at one 
point at least, and at intervals of not 
more than five spans. 
The earth con- 
nection should be made by connecting 
the wire through the support to the 
rails by means of a copper bond. 
Guard wires should, in general, be of 
galvanized steel, but may In? of bronze 
or 
hard'drawn 
copper 
iu 
districts 
where steel Is liable to excessive corro- 
sion, In general these wires must be 
installed at a minimum height of twen- 
ty-four Inches above the trolley wire. 
Where there is but one trolley two wires 
parallel to this—one on each side, at a 
horizontal 
distance of eight inches 
from the trolley wire—are necessary. 
If there are two trolley wires not more 
than twelve feet apart, but the tele- 
graph wires do not weigh more than 
100 pounds per mile, two guard wires 
are sufficient, stretched a minimum 
distance of twenty-four inches above 
the former, and on the outside at a 
horizontal 
distance of eight inches 
from the trolley wire. 


If the telegr. ph wires weigh TOO 
pounds or more per mile, this latter 
arrangement is sufficient if the trolley 
wires are not more than fifteen Inches 
apart. 
Where the trolley wires are 
separated by a distance of from fifteen 
to forty-eight Inches, three wires are 
required parallel to the trolley—two on 
the outside, a horizontal distance of 
eight inches, and the other midway 
between the two trolleys, all at a mini- 
mum distance of twenty-four Inches 
above the trolley wire. If the distance 
between the wires is over forty-eight 
inches, and the telegraph wires weigh 
more than 100 pounds per mile, two 
guard wires are required for each trol 
ley wire as for a single wire. 
Guard 
wires are also required where tele- 
graph wires do not cross the trolley 
wh'e. but are apt to be blown against 
it. 
Where a telegraph wire may fall 
upon an arm or span wire, and so slide 
down on to a trolley wire, guard hooks 
must be provided.—New York Evening 
Post.

A WHITE 
WHITEWASH. 


Each spring there Is a number of 
inquiries regarding the formula of rhe 
whitewash used by the United States 
Government on lighthouses and other 
buildings Avhich it is desired to keep 
v*'hite. 
This whitewash is more ox- 
pensive and troublesome to make than 
the ordinary kinds, but it has a bril- 
liancy and a whiteness which It re- 
tains. and in these respects differs from 
the ordinary mixture. 
Take a half- 
bushel of good stone lime and slake it 
in boiling water, keeping it covered. 
After straining add a half-peck of 
salt, dissolved in warm water, three 
pounds of ground rice, boiled to a thin 
paste, one pound of clear glue, dis- 
solved in warm water, and one-half 
pound of powdered Spanish whiting. 
Mix together thoroughly and let It 
stand for a week.

-GRASS FOR

GUARD WIRES 


Kc<|vlr«d T o r A ll O rerhem t T ru lle j t i n e i 
In KnulAud, 
Guard wires aro required Trhorover 
telegraph or telephone Arires, unpro- 
tected AvltU n periuaneut Insulating 
covering, cross above, or are liable to 
fall upon or be bloAvu onto the electric 
conductors of a tramway. Each guard 
wire should bo well grounded at one 
point at least, and at intervals of not 
more than five spans* The earth con* 
uoction should be made by connecting 
the wire through the support to the 
rails by means of a copper bond. 
Guard wires should, in general, be of 
galvanized steel, but may l)e of bronze 
or hard*drawn copper iu 
districts 
where steel Is liable to excessive corro- 
slon. In general these wires must bo 
installed at a minimum height of tweu- 
ty-four inches above the trolley wire. 
Where there is but one trolley two wires 
parallel to this—one on each side, at a 
horizontal distance of eight inclies 
from the trolley wire—are necessary. 
If there are two trolley wires not more 
than tw’elve feet apart, but the tele­ 
graph wires do not weigh more than 
100 pounds per mile, two guard wires 
are sufficient, stretched a minimum 
distance of twenty-four inches above 
the former, and on the outside at a 
horizontal distance of eight inches 
from the trolley wire. 
If the telegr. ph wires weigh 100 
pounds or more per mile, this latter 
arrangement is sufficient if the trolley 
wires are not more than fifteen Inches 
apart. 
Where the trolley wires are 
separated by a distance of from fifteen 
to forty-eight inches, three wires are 
required parallel to the trolley—two on 
the outside, a horizontal distance of 
eight inches, and the other midway 
between the two trolleys, all at a mini­ 
mum distance of twenty-four Inches 
above the trolley wire. If tho distance 
between the wires is over forty-eight 
inches, and the telegraph wires weigh 
more than 100 pounds per mile, two 
guard wires are required for each trol 
ley wire as for a single wire. Guard 
wires are also required where tele­ 
graph wires do not cross the trolley 
wire, but are apt to be blown against 
ft. Where a telegraph wire may fall 
upon an arm or span wire, and so slide 
down on to a trolley wire, guard hooks 
must be provided.—New York Evening 
Post.

devoting himself to the study of in­ 
flammations he in each case noted the 
presence of white cells in the blood 
currents in abnormal numbers. 
In­ 
side these \vhite cells he invariably 
found the specific microbe of tho dis­ 
ease under consideration—it seemed 
that the big corpuscles were devour­ 
ing the poisonous microbes. 
Some­ 
times th« number taken up by a cor­ 
puscle was too great and it died as a 
result. 
If this overcoming 
of 
the 
white corpuscles by the microbes >vas 
general the patient died. 


-GRASS FOR CHICKS. 
There is scarcely one thing so con­ 
ducive to the health of young chicks 
as a plat of ground where grass or 
clover grows abundantly. 
The little 
fellows run about gathering a sprig 
here or a worm or bug there, all the 
time growing and gaining strength and 
vigor. 
Chicks that stay whoro the 
grass grows are always thrlft3\ never 
have gapes, and Invariably grow rapid- 
\y. They learn early in life to hustle, 
and after they have reached maturity 
the liabit does not forsake them, 
A 'u^oodland makes a delightful spot 
for rearing chicks, the shade, the insect 
life and the grass all combining to aid 
the growth and develop the health of 
tlie chick. The only objection to such 
a place is the danger from wild ani­ 
mals and hawks, but this is not always 
the case, »and when possible, we should 
adVlse 
selecting a rolling, 
sparsely 
timbered 
Avoodland. 
In 
any event, 
hough, select a spot 'where grass grows 
abundantly.—Home and Farm. 


The 
spectroscope is an Instrument 
which has done much to Increase our 
knowledge of the sun and the stars. 
By its means the astronomer tells ex­ 
actly what is the chemical composition 
of celestial bodies, of what metals or 
gasea they are composed, and even as­ 
sures us that in some of the distant 
stars—suns, some of them, far more 
brilliant than our own—substances are 
burning, the like of which cannot be 
found on our planet. With the devel­ 
opment of photography the spectro­ 
scope became more and more valuable. 
By combining the spectroscope and tho 
sensitive photographic plate a new in­ 
strument, the spectrograph, has been 
obtained, by means of which 
star- 
spectra are permanently recorded for 
the study of the astrophysicist.

M. J. Thoulet has investigated the 
constitution of the ocean bed, and finds 
that the more deeply it is penetrated 
the less the proportion of slime and the 
less calcareous matter. 
On the other 
hand, the proportion of sand grains 
and pure clays increases 
with 
the 
depth. 
No regularity obtains in the 
distribution of the non-calcareous min­ 
eral grains. 
This normal distribu­ 
tion appears to be more pronounced 
the deeper the ocean bed itself lies 
below the water surface, but, in any 
case the variations due to ocean depth 
are small. 
Even in the deepest wa­ 
ter the constitution of the bed shows 
traces of the conditions prevail near 
the surface of the ocean above the bed. 
The latter remark Is of importance, 
as the author points out, when we con­ 
sider that a complete analysis—chemi­ 
cal, mechanical and mineralogical—ap­ 
plied to ancient geological strata is 
competent to shed a flood of light upon 
the ancient conditions that prevailed 
at the surfaces of oceans that have 
long 
since 
disappeared, leaving no 
trace other than their effect on the 
ancient ocean beds.

On Saturday, July 4th. considerable 
excitement was created hi Hanover over 
the report of horse thefts committed dur- 
ing the night previous to the Fourth.

ter the purchase of the horse Mr. Smith 
returned to Hanover and Informed Har- 
ry G. Schriver of his bargain in the buy- 
ing of the animal. 
Mr. Schriver having 
hi-ard of the horse thefts during the night 
said to Mr. .^mith: "I wonder whether 
you didn't buy a stoleu horse'' 
Messrs. 
Smith and Schriyer then rctufned to 
Parr's stables and found that Weaver 
had returned with another horse, which 
he had evidently held in reserve, hltcued 
10 the buggy, and was ready to drive to 
Westminister, Md. 
He was interrogated 
as to the ownership of the animals, and 
replied that he had owned the horse he 
had sold for the past year and a half, 
in the meantime Mr. Parr had arrived. 
Ho recognized the animal Weaver had 
in his possession, having bold the same 
only a few weeks previous to Matthias 
Mummert of Union 
township. 
Parr 
questioned Weaver closely as to his own- 
ership of the animal, and 
ended 
by 
advising 
Weaver that 
he 
might as 
well own up to stealing the horses, and 
pay over the ifTO received for the first 
one to Mr. Smith. 
Weaver acted on the 
suggestion, and said the horse had been 
given him to sell 
At this juncture Mat 
thias Mummert, of Union township, also 
appeared on the scene 
He had arisen 
early in the morning, on account of the 
illness of his wife, found his horse miss- 
ing from the stable, and repaired to Parr»s 
stables to make investigations regarding 
his stoleu property. 
Mummert at once 
identified the horse as his missing steed. 


Mr Smith, satisfied that crooked work 
had been done, commanded Weaver tc 
get into his buggy and brought him to 
Hanover, where he was placed in the 
lockup until Mr. Mummert sued out a 
warrant before Justice V . H 
Lilly, of 
McSherrystown, after which he was tak- 
ea into custody by constable Dougherty, 
and committed to the Adams county jail, 
A eaver, the alleged horse thief, on 
Friday worked on the farm of George 
Kahu. in Conewago township, where he 
complimented Mr. bturtie, Kahn's hired 
man, on the tine sorrel horse hc(Stuflle) 
owned. 
This animal was missing next 
morning, and was the one Weaver sold 


10 Smith. 


The supposition is that Weaver rode 
to the home of Mr. Mummert. who is his 
uncle, and there steile tlic horse and bug-

ed and was captured. 


After the above facts became known

Unfoun<ied Report. 


The report was circulated Thursday 
evening that Henry Heiner, of Hampton, 
had taken his own life by hanging and 
the story was telegraphed to the city pa- 
pers. It appeared in the Philadelphia 
North Ameiican Friday morning in the 
following form: 


Hanovb».—Abtil Heiner, 66 years old, 
of Hampton, Adams county, committed 
suicide by hanging.

He had been speculating in 
stocks and had drawn on funds of the

RUSSIA AND MANCHURIA.

Former Cotititry's PoUcy Due to Necefftity 
of Flntlitiff »w- Mi%Tkets. 
j 


Along with the measures taken )for 
the development of Russian Indusitry 
there must be noted the offortsi to 
extend the market for Russian prod- 
ucts abroad. By conventions Avith for- 
elgn countries, Russia has secured en- 
tire territories free from foreign or 
hostile influences. The Avhole northern 
part of Asia Minor, according to the 
treaty betAA'cen Russia and Turkey, is 
noAv placed under such conditions that 
Russian capitalists haA-e the area open 
to them, to the exclusion of foreign 
enterprise. 
A situation analogous is 
found in Persia, Avhere 
the 
entire 
northern portion Is acknoAvledged to 
be under the exclusive economic in- 
fluence of Russia, The Russian policy . 
in Manchuria may be said to be due 
to the necessity of finding new markets 
for her industries. The marked differ- 
ence between the Russian and the for- 
eign capitalist is that the latter gener- 
ally makes his venture nt his own risk, ; 
without Avaiting for aid from his Gov- ^ 
ernment, while the Russian waits for ; 
the GoA^ernment to smooth the Avay for 
individual enterprise. 
The great diffi- 
culty in carrying out Russia's ambition | 
In the Manchurlan market lies, strange- j 
ly enough, in the transportation of her , 
own merchandise. 
Despite her great j 
railroad, she has no real advantage 
over the foreigner; under the present 
conditions of the road, no bulky cargo 
can pay for its transportation, and 
OA'en under proper conditions the major 
part of the freight AVUI go by sea. For 
instance, glassAA^are. tobacco, and other 
lines of merchandise cost 1 ruble (51.5 
cents) freight per pood (3G.112 pounds) 
by sea from Odessa, but over 2 rubles 
($1.03) via the Chinese Eastern Rail- 
road. 
As a matter of fact, foreign 
goods have been in Manchuria for three 
years, at least, and are so favorably 
knoAvn that efforts are already being 
made to counterfeit the more promi- 
nent articles. Russian settlements are 
springing up in Northern and North- 
eastern Manchuria, but the wants of 
these people are not extended. 
It Is 
therefore problematical whether tho 
Manchurlan market 
will 
become a 
large consumer of Russian goods. 
It 
will depend more on the lack of en- 
terprise on the part of foreign mer- 
chants than on the superiority of Rus- 
sian AA'ares or Russian methods.

By conventions Avilh J’or- 
eign countries, Russia has secured en­ 
tire territories free from foreign or 
hostile Influences. The Avholo northern 
part of Asia Minor, according to the 
treaty betAveen Russia and Turkey, is 
noAv placed under such conditions that «inc. 
Russian capitalists haA’e the area open 
to them, to the exclusion of foreign 
enterprise. 
A situation analogous is 
found in Persia, where 
the 
entire 
northern portion Is acknoAvlcdged to 
be under the excluslA'e economic In- 
•fluence of Russia. The Russian policy 
In Manchuria may bo said to be due 
to the necessity of finding new markets 
for her industries. The marked differ-

Nearly a 
Mile. 


In no other district in the world 
tre active mining operations carried 
on at such a depth as in the Lake 
Superior copper region. 
The No. 5 
Bhaft of the Tamarack mine is the 
deepest in the world, having attained 
a vertical depth of 4.940 feet, nearly a 
mile. 
Not far behind it is the Red 
Jacket shaft of the Calumet and Hec- 
la, which Is down 4,920 feet 
Another 
deep shaft of the Calumet and Hecla 
is the No. 4 of the Calumet branch of 
,the property. 
This is down 7.800 feet 
on an Incline of a mile and a half. 
In view of the marvelous efliciency of 
the modern hoisting engine no consid- 
erations of a mechanical nature need 
limit the prospective depth of shafts. 
The greatest obstacle to deep mining 
is the proportionate increase in tem- 
perature. 
In the Lake Superior cop- 
per district State Geologist Lake has 
ascertained that the temperature in 
the mine varies one degree for every 
100 feet. 
The temperature in 
tha 
deepest shafts at the Tamarack and 
Calumet and Hecla varies between 85 
and 90 degrees, and in view of these 
conditions it is evident that consider- 
able depths can yet be attained in 
this section.

One Near Lake Superior Goes Down 
Nearly a Mile. 
In no other district in the world 
ire active mining operations carried 
on at such a depth as in the Lake 
Superior copper region. 
The No. 5 
Bhaft of the Tamarack mine is the 
deepest in the world, having attained 
a vertical depth of 4.940 feet, nearly a 
mile. 
Not far behind it Is the Red 
Jacket shaft of the Calumet and Hec- 
la, which is down 4,920 feet. Another 
deep shaft of the Calumet and Hecla 
is the No. 4 of the Calumet branch of 
,the property. This is down 7.800 feet 
on an Incline of a mile and a half. 
In view of the marvelous efficiency of 
the modern hoisting engine no consid­ 
erations of a mechanical nature need 
Hmii; the prospective depth of shafts. 
Tlie greatest obstacle to deep mining 
is the proportionate increase in tem­ 
perature. 
In the Lake Superior cop­ 
per district State Geologist Lake has 
ascertained that the temperature in 
the mine varies one degree for every 
100 feet. 
The temperature in tha 
deepest shafts at the Tamarack and 
Calumet and Hecla varies between 85 
and 90 degrees, and In view of these 
conditions it is evident that consider- 
Lble depths can yet be attained in 
this section.
